The list of Appleton's mayor? since 


the village became a city in 1S57 con- 
tains the names of many of the city's 
most prominent citizens who were suc- 
cessful In many lines of business and 
in many professions. To G. X. Rich- 
mond goes the honor of having held 
the office the greatest number of years 
with David Hammel as second "long- 
est termed mayor." Mr. Richmond 
held office seven years, beginning with 
a term In 186S and ending with his 
iast term in 18S6. The years in which 
he held 
office, 
included 
1S68, 1869. 


18T1. 1883. 1884. 18S5 and 1S86. David 
Hammel held office for the first time 
in 1900 and continued for four years 
until 1903 and then again in 1906 and

To the extent that this point is 


involved in the controversy in Oklahoma, 
the/governor'is right and the American 
people will back him. 


Charges are being made, however, that

the collision with the Klan has sunk to 
secondary importance, and that the gov- 
ernor is seeking to make politics out of 
spectacular and arbitrary display of mili- 
tary power. 
If there is any truth in 


these charges the governor will suffer by 
them in the end. 
Some close constitu- 


tional questions are involved in the at- 
tempt of tSe legislature to convene over 
the governor's refusal to call a session. 


~~\. -Threats of impeachment are made and it

The movement to 
restrain the city from diverting water to 
the extent of lowering lake levels now ' 
seems certain of success.

The 
Canadian government, which is vitally in- 
terested in the question, has taken a stand 
with the opposition so far as the matter 
has come before it. 
The Toronto Harbor 


commission declined to give a hearing, 
such as Chicago desired, to the sanitary 
board.'s proposal to offset the diversion 
of water by erecting compensating works 
iu the Niagara and St. Lawrence rivers. 


The one fact of paramount importance 


is that the lake levels should not be re- 
duced. Chicago can have no claim upon 
the water of Lake Michigan, from any 
standpoint of public policy, that would 
react detrimentally upon navigation and 
shipping. Its newspapers are commenc- 
ing to blame the steel interests for the op- 
position which may make its drainage ca-, 
nal useless or inadequate. There is, of 
course, no truth to this assumption. The 
opposition comes from the people of the 
Great Lakes district and from ail classes 
of interests and citizens. 


If compensating works are erected at 


some point it means that water must be 
drawn from some other source outside the 
lakes to maintain their levels. 
"Whether 


this can be done successfully is a matter 
of engineering opinion, and .even in the 
face of expert judgment there might be 
doubts as to just how the plan would work 


vout. It is something upon which both lake 
and national interests can afford to take 
/ 


no chances. Moreover, those regions of 
this country and Canada from which it is 
proposed to draw additional water to 
maintain lake levels so that Chicago can. 
divert what water itlpleases must be con- 
sulted. 
Certainly we could not expect 


these sections of either country to suffer 
injury or to deprive themselves of water 
merely because Chicago desired it to dis- 
pose of its sewage. Their claims to what 
they already have are superior to the 
claims of Chicago on something it would 
like to take. Finally, we rausjt not over- 
,look the fact that Chicago can dispose of 
its sewage without using a large quantity 
of water from Lake Michigan.

UNHAPPY THOUGHTS 


Hero are somo unhappy thoughts contributed to 


this column by a municipal sanitary engineer 
has had much experience./ 


"No matter how good tho toilet fixtures may be 


in design and quality and how efficient in opeia- 
tion, tho interior of tho basin and trap should bo 
cleaned with a long handled brush-at least once a 
week. 
With ordinary cans no pumice or other 


scouring powder is needed and no Injury is done to 
tho glaze. 


'/Tho wash bowl should bo thoroughly cleaned 


with a wash cloth for this purpose, immediately aft 
er each use. It is a too common practice to lift 
the plug and walk away, with the result that a fllm 
or ridge of dirt accumulates which Is difficult to 
remove if allowed to dry. When such a film or 
ridge must be removed a stiff nail brush with soap 
and water Is better than scouring. Scouring with 
gritty powders is likely to roughen the glaze and 
afford opportunities for dirt to accumulate, 


"Tho same rules apply to ^he bath tub. In which 


a 'tide mark' of combined soap, dirt and mineral 
salts from the water frequently betrays the slov- 
enly, indifferent bather to the next comer, if con- 
scientiously inclined, must clean the tub twice in- 
stead of once.

Waste pipes can $0 kept clean by an occasional 


flushing with hot lye (soda of potash), allowing the 
last of the liquid to stand in the trap over night 
and flushing out with hot water next mornln^T" On- 
ly in case of long neglect should it be -'accessary 
to unscrew the cap at bottom of trap to remove 
deposit. 


"Needless to say. the necessity for constant bath- 


room ventilation should be kept in mind. A window 
kept open an inch at the top will work wonder?. 


'A bathroom floor should be of impervious, wash- 


able material. Apart from the ideal tile floor this 
ncjudes many types of oilcloth, linoleum and sim- 
lar coverings. Woolen or cottoji rugs laid there- 
on should be small and loose and frequently shak- 
sn or vacuum cleaned. The walls' are best painted 
n oil; if papered the entire surface should be var- 
nished. Fancy mouldings, liable to harbor dust, 
should be avoided. 


'A warning against encasing or enclosing bath- 


room fixtures in wood or other coverings would 
save been necessary for an earlier generation. Where 
he fixtures are so inclosed in old houses, the en- 
closures should be torn down, leaving everything 
acessai>le. Supply and discharge pipes should also 
>e fully exposed to avoid runs' for water Ijugs and 
other vermin."

engineer gives In the last paragraph & special or- 
der to tear out the old bath tub. too. and send it 
.o the cellar to store potatoes in, or give it to the 
children for a plaything. Even if the bather is con- 
scientious and cleans Up the tidemark and every- 
hmg before he surrenders the bathroom to the 
next, there is always something just a little un- 
jleasant about getting into a tub anybody or every-

Be' 
cause under tho great Tsars of these 
two centuries, tho 
Russian^feudal 


system was beginning where Western 
Europe left off. Human1 beings were 
either serfs or masters of serfs. The 
boyar, or n6ble, 
owned tho 
souls 


and bodies of his men. Tho mujlks. 
or peasants, were bound to- the soil, 
and the merchant class, so powerful

prairies and forests of the eastern 
frontier. 


Russia itself was four centuries be- 


hind tho times. Emerging from the 
obscurity of Cimmerian darkness, the 
Russian nobles under Ivan the Ter- 
riblo and Boris Goudunov were begin- 
ning to push South, East and West.

London — Bishop's Light, rising 


from a foundation 
of jagged 
rock 


near the Scllly 
Islands,

nel, and at tho same time gives grim 
warning of the nearby labyrinth ot 
dangers. 
It stands guard over the 


waters where rest tho skeletons of 
more shipwrecks than in any other 
marine graveyard of the world. 


The light is 160 feet above tho sea 


level, yet the waves that break tor\ 
ever at the base of tho rock constant- 
ly dash' over Its topmost masonry. 
So trying is the service at Bishop's 
Light that tho three tenders are glv> 
en frequent vacations ashore. Two

one month 


asnore Is the rule.

During a recent spring storm the 


beams from. Bishop's Rock came near 
to failing. The light weighs several 
tons, and revolves on supports rest- 
Ing In a circular trough of mercury, 
balanced so delicately aV child may 
turn it by ,a touch of the finger. On 
this night the tower was so shaken 
by the heavy seas "that much of the 
mercury was spilled out 
over the 


concrete floor of the light chamber.
